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4.  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  more  prevalent  in  the  district  than  for  many 
years.  The  disease  was  for  the  most  part  of  a  very  mild  character 
making  diagnosis  difficult,  many  cases  being  discovered  only  on  des¬ 
quamation,  but  one  death  occurred  which  was  a  “  return  "  case,  the 
brother  having  just  arrived  from  Hospital.  The  disease  was  chiefly 
confined  to  children  of  5-10  years  (24)  and  10-15  years(l5). 

The  principle  outbreak  occurred  in  the  semi-urban  district  known 
as  Camelsdale  adjoining  Haslemere  and  among  children  attending 
Camelsdale  School,  lasting  from  January  to  July.  The  number  of 
cases  notified  in  each  month  was  as  follows  :  —
